THE MAYOR'S VETO OF THE 
LICENSE ORDINANCE, 


Sensible Reasons Given—The Buena 
Vista-street Grade Ordinance 
Passed Over Hise Head—Con- 
tracts for School Buillings Ap- 
proved—Routine Basiness, 


The City Council met yesterday with 
President Frankenfiela and Councilmen 
Bonsall, Shafer, Brown, Hamilton, Van 
. Dusen, McLain, Summerland afd Wirsch- 
ing present. 

Mayor Hazard returned without his ap- 
proval the license ordinance passed at the 
last session of the Council, The message 
was as follows: 


To the Honorable Council of the City of 
Los Angeles: return herewith, without my 
approval an ordinance entitled “Au ordi- 
nance to provide for the licensing of busi- 
ness carried on in the city of Los Angeles.” 

This ordinance provides that a license 
shall be charged for manufacturing within 
the city the following articles, viz: Flour, 
ice and soda. Manufactures ought to be en- 
couraged. 

It provides a license for and therefore 
perynits slugging matches. It is b 
enough to tolerate these brutal exhibitions, 
but 1 don’t believe the average citizen and 
taxpayer desires to legalize the same by 
permitting the participants to contribute to 
the expenses of the government. 

lt provides to license for and therefore 
permits the intolerable nuisance of dis- 
tributing handbills, circulars and other ad- 
vertising matter upon the streets or in 
houses or yards of the city. : 

The tendency of the ordinance regarding 
wholesale liquor dealers would to con- 
vert theso wholesale liquor establishments 
into saloons, to enable them to pay license, 
or to retire from the business, or transfer it 
to San Francisco, because under the same 
ordinance you permit the sale of liquor by 
sample for $5 per month, and thereby give 
to the wholesale merchant in San Francisco 
an advantage over our local houses. 

How can our houses compete with San 
Francisco when you im a burden on 
them not borne elsewhere? It will not de- 
crease the traffic in any manner; it will 
tend to increase the number of places where 
liquor is retailed and divert to San Fran- 
cisco the bulk of the wholesale trade. 

In this ordinance a tax is levied on the 
unemployed, in that it requires a payment 
of $5 per month to carry or an employment 
office. Assistance should be given, rather 
than a burden im his $ will 
eventually have to be paid by persons seek- 
ing employment, 

The telephone company, that is drawing 
thousands of dollars monthly from our city 
for the mere license or privilege of using 
the telephone, and largely monopolizing 
thereby the streets of the city, is charged 
the paitry sum of $15 per month. None of 
the materials used in the business are man- 
ufactured here. Even the Los Angeles list 
of subscribers is printed in San Francisco.

After this work is done at aun inmmense 
cost and the ruin of all the houses on the 
northerly side of the street is permently 
effected (as a retaining wall 40 or 50 feet 
high would, owing to its great cost, be im- 
practicable), what great pubiic necessity 
will be subserved? Asa residence portion 
it is not now excelled anywhere in the city, 
and its improvement would destroy its 
value for that purchase, It would not be- 
come business property thereby. For what 
purpose, then, are we to put these property- 
owners to this great expense, to ruin their 
homes and at the same time destroy the 
beauty of that portion of our ¢ity surround- 
ing Fort Hill, which has become historie? 
lt is claimed by some that it would give a 
traftic grade between Fort street and 
Buena Vista street. It would be only a 
poor one at best, not 7s the injury 
done, and the cost incurred. 

The object could, in my judgment, be ac- 
complished in a much better manner by 
running a tunnel from Fort street at its in- 
tersection with Sand streetto the junction 
of Buena Vista street and Bellevue avenue, 
providing the proper apertures for light and 
ventilation therein, and appropriate stair- 
ways to obtain access to the tunne! from the 
street above. ‘This would be an improve- 
nent of great public importance and benefit 
that would not destroy the home of any one, 
and the cost of the same gould be assessed 
on the property that would be benefited 
thereby, and instead of. destroying the at- 
tractions of this city it would add to them.

Damage from the Storm Greater 
Than at First Meported. 

All of the trains, both local and overland, 
came in in pretty good shape yesterday. Tne 
trains from the north, that were delayed 
Sunday, on account of the wreck, near 
Lang’s, arrived in the forenoon, having 
been delayed about 20 hours. The track is 
now clear between this city and San Frah- 
cisco, and all trains on that line will be 
running on time today.

tion. With ten days’ notice any decision 
can be overridden by any road, which no- 
tice has been given with wonderful unan- 
imity by the roads getting the worst ofa 
decision. It is the same article in the 
agreement which Mr. Jay Gould pronounced 
on Wednesday was a fatal flaw in the 
agreement. His own road, the Missouri 
Pacific, has taken early occasion to back up 
the opinion of its owner.”

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NINE JURORS SECURED FOR 


GARRETT'S SECOND TRIAL 


The Bumptious Attorneys for De- 
fense at Their Usual Tactics—A 
Vigorous Reprimand from Jadge 
Shaw—Boyce Gets More Time to 
Piead, 


The trial of F. M. Garrett in Department 
No.6 of the Superior Court, before Judge 
Lucien M. Shaw, uponacharge of incest 
alleged to have been committed with his 
daughter, Mrs. Malia Edgcomb, began yes- 
terday morning at 10 o’clock. The informa- 
tion upon which the trial is based is almost 
identical with the one upon which Garrett 
was tried last week before Judge Cheney, 
and in which five jurors were found who be- 
lieved him not guilty. The only diffefence 
in the present charge from the former is 
that it alleges the commission of incest 
upon a different date in the same month.

Wankins Gets Out After a Year's 
Ser vice. 

Erastus Hankins, sentenced to five years’ 

imprisonment at San Quentin, for the mur- 

der of Everson, near Florence, something 


- Over @ year ago, was yesterday pardoned 


by the Governor, having served less than a 
year of his sentence. The case caused a 
good deal of comment at the time it oc- 
curred, as both men stood high in the 
neighborhood in which they lived. The 
fatal affray grew out of a very trivial mat- 
ter, some dispute about the payment of 50 
cents’ damages to a machine loaned by Mrs, 
Everson to the wife of Hankins. The Han- 
kins family was preparing to leave this sec- 
tions of the country, ard during the absence 
of Hankins from his home Mrs. Everson 
went over to his house and demanded pay- 


. ment for the machine. When Hankins 


came home his wife told him about what 
occurred, and he armed himself and 
went to see Everson about the matter. 
He mét him on the street in 
Florence, when he told him that 
he wished him to keep his wife at home, 
aud not bother his family. Both men were 
big, brawny fellows, and a dispute arose 
between them. which ended in Everson 
striking Hankins, when the latter drew his 
revolver and shot him dead. The only wit- 
nesses of the affair were Hankins’s aged 
father and his niece, both of whom testified 
at histrial. The case was hotly contested, 
Hankins being defended by Messrs. Henry 
Gage, Stephen M. White and T. B. 
Brown, and the State being represented by 
Deputy District Attorneys Payton and Dun- 
lap and Special Counsel J. M. Damron, and 
almost everyoue in Florence was su bpeenaed, 
either for the State or the defense as wit- 
nesses.

AS TO TAXES. 


THE Trotes has received the follow- 
ing letter from a citizen and taxpayer. 
1,08 ANGELES, Dee. 14.—[To the Editor 
Tiues.| Please intorm me: (1) 
ow and who fix the rate and assesses the 
county tax? (2) Why said tax is so much 
more this year than last? (3) is any report 
ever made to taxpayers of the county? It 
seoms to me like putting money ina hole— 
both city and county tax—in that no 1n- 
formation is ever vouchsafed to the tax- 
payer as to what becomes of his money. 

Kecent development gives a citizen the 
impression that honesty in the county 
offices is not the rule that it should be. 

A Turee Years’ TAXPAYER. 

For the information of our corre- 
spondent it may be stated: 

(1) That the rate of county taxes is 
fixed by the Board of Supervisors an- 
nually, immediately after the assess- 
ment—and equalization of taxes have 
been concluded—generally in Septem- 
ber or October. 

(2) Last year the rate of taxation 
within the city was, for State purposes, 
-004; for county purposes, .496, making 
a total of one dollar on the $100 of as- 
sessment. This year it is .722 for 


State purposes, and 
county purposes, making a total 
of -$1.50 on the $100. The 


increase in State taxes is due, in a great 
measure, to the extravagance, or 
worse, of the last Legislature, and 
there is probably a legitimate reason 
for a considerable portion of the ad- 
vancement of the county rate in the 
extra expense incurred in building the 
Courthouse and in other improvements 
undertaken.

(3) A report is made annually by the 
County Auditor showing the revenue 
and disbursements of the county, and 
this is undoubtedly accessible to ary 
taxpayer who may choose to consult it. 
We are not aware that any official pub- 
lication of its balance sheet is made 
by the county, although the newspa- 
pers generally publish synopses in 
their annual issues, or otherwise. 

In the case of this city, annual re- 
ports are made by all charter officers. 
Last year these reports were published 
ina pamphlet at the city’s expense, 
but this year, retrenchment being in 


cil propose to forego the publication. 
From the taxpayers’ standpoint, it is 
not a good plan, as they undoubtedly 
have a right to information about the 
conduct of city affairs, to the minutest 
details, inasmuch as it is their money 
that is expended. 

The same principle holds as respects 
the county. There can be. no doubt 
that an official publication should be 
made every year, showing at leasthe 
main features ef the county’s receipts 
and disbursements. 

As to our correspondent’s fear that 
honesty isnot the rule that it should 
bein county affairs, itis well grounded, 
of course. If there is any departure 
whatever from absolute honesty, it is 
not the rule that it should be. The 
recent pecuiations of some officials are 
calculated to unsettle confidence, and 
the public should adopt the wholesome 
rule that it is always easier for a man, 
in or out of office, to be honest if he is 
well .

THE RAIN—THE ROADS—THE 
OUTLOOK. 


The rain has ceased—a rain that has 
been almost unparalleled in this sec- 
tion for duration. We have already 
received nearly the full amount of our 
average annual rainfall, and there are 
as yet three or more months of the so- 
called “rainy season” yet to come. Onur 
dry-weather prophets have no further 
business for thisseason. We have had 
rain enough to insure abundant crops 
and bountous harvests, and we may 
look forward to a year of more than 
ordinary prosperity for California. 
With an abundant rainfall Southern 
California’s soil is expected to be 
filled with fatness. Growth comes 
as naturally as the daylight. Already 
our hills and fields are covered with 
swaying grasses. Everything within 
the soil leaps into growing life, and in 
a few weeks the whole land will re- 
semble a beautiful garden. 

We have one drawback, however, 
which people from the older States 
will not fail to make note of, and that 
is the condition of our country roads, 
which are by no means what they 
should be. The mud is deep—very 
deep, and they are also furrowed and 
uneven, and in numerous sections al- 
most impassable. The country people 
are virtually cut off from the city un- 
less they are in close connection with 
the railroad. For anordinary carriage 
the highways are in no condition to be 
traversed. 

Los Angeles county makes a great 
mistake in allowing this condition of 
things to exist. Money enough has 
been appropriated to give us good 
country roads had it been judiciously 
expended. But we have very little to 
show for the money devoted to the im- 
provement of our highways. Do not 
let us continue making this great mis- 
take. It is a biunder for which we 
shall be compelled to pay dearly unless 
we remedy it. If we would see coun- 
try homes multiply, we must give to 
those who live in the country 
good roads — make their homés 
accessible. There is no reason why 
the public highways of this section 
should not be as good as the best. But 
they have been left pretty much to 
themselves, but very little effective 
work having been expended upon 
them. 

A storm like this which has just vis- 
ited us emphasizes our need of im- 
provement in this direction. There is 
no one improvement that this section 
is more in need of than this. Let us 
have it.

All reading may 
be considered as painting; the reader is an 
artist who throws on the canvas pictures of 
what he wants you tosee.

BuTTE (Mont.), Dec. 16.—[{[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Between 7 and 8 o’clock 
this evening John Gallagher, a miner, died 
in his house from the effects of injuries 
received from G. H. Ward, a carpenter, in a 
brutal fist fight that took place on Sunday 
morning. The cause of the fight was a dis- 
pute over a trifling account. The fight was 
formally arranged to take place at a sport- 
ing resort a couple of miles from town. 
Only the principals and a dozen others were 
present. 

One hundred and five rounds were fought, 
all of them fiendish in their brutality, the 
men fighting like tigers. Ward knocked 
Gallagher down 98 times. Gallagher’s left 
arm was broken by a blow in the forty- 
eighth round, but he fought on with un- 
diminished ferocity, bis limb swelling as 
big as his body. 

In the ninety-eighth round Ward caught 
Gallagher off bis guard and delivered a terri- 
ble right-hander under the chin, knocking 
Ward senseless. He partially recovered, 
and fought seven more rounds in a half- 
dazed condition, receiving terrible punish- 
ment, until he was knocked out in the one 
huudred and fifth.

Brotherhood Clubs Form a Na- 
tional League.

Any 
member can be dismissed between oue 
playing season and another, but vo player 
can be transferred from one ciub to another 
without a written consent from him. ‘Tne 
League is to be managed by a_ board of 
directors, which shall consist of stock- 
holders. 

The agreement between the clubs lasts

shall guarantee and positively agree to pay 
each player’s salary by his contract upon 
request, and that there be raised a fund of 
$40,000, to be contributed by members of

A Train on Fire—Two 
Killed by a Wreck. 

Cutcaao, Dec. 16.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The city fire department has been 
notified of a wreck on the Chicago and 
Eastern Lilinois Railroad at Oakdale, nine 
miles south of the city.

Eight Cases of the Disease in New 
York City. 

New York, Dec. 16.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Dr. Edson of the Health Board to- 
day reported that there had been discovered 
in this city eight cases of foreign influenza. 
The first victim was a young lady taken 
down on Thursday last. It is supposad she 
contracted the disease froin a family which 
returned from Europe a few days ago. Her 
first symptom was vertigo, speedily fol- 
lowed by headache and chills. ‘hen she 
became deathly sick with pains in her limbs 
and muscles. This was succeeded by br on- 
chial catarrh, soreness of throat and cough- 
ing, followed by high fever and exceedingly 
rapid pulse, which at times reached 120 to 
the minute. Since then several other mem- 
bers of the family have been attacked by 
the disease. 

The health officers say it is not danger- 
ous, but if it tends to become epidemic all 
cases Will be quarantined. The treat- 
ment is spraying the affected membrane 
freely and frequently with a solution of 


quinine, belladonna and camphor.

PASADENA’S PRODUCE. 


CERNING THINGS WE EAT. 


Must Depend on Shipments from 
the East—Can White Labor Com- 
pete with the Chinamen? 


No matter how important other con- 
siderations, the question of one’s daily 
food supply is always paramount. The 
price of vegetables and other staple 


.| articles of food is one of practical in- 


terest to the head of every household, 
ang the daily market values of such 
commodities affect in no small manner 
the financial interests of a community. 

The causes, however, that bear di- 
rectly upon the fluctuations of such 
values are too seldom inquired into. 
That butter, and eggs, and potatoes 
are higher in Pasadena than they 
shoula be is generally admitted, but 
few stop to consider why. Witha view 
toward eliciting some practical infor- 
mation on the subject « TIMES repre- 
sentative yesterday called upon some 
of the leading grocers of 
town to hear what ‘they 
had to say. The gentlemen whose 
views are given below are the persons 
who transfer a large proportion of the 
food we eat directly from the producer 
tothe consumer. [tis the business of 
the r to buy butter, eggs, potatoes, 
small vegetables, etc., for as little as 
he can, for brisk competition compels 
him to be satisfied with small profits. 
The opinions here cited come, there- 
fore, from men: who know what they 
are talking about and m uch weight 
attaches to their words. 

Mr. D. W. Permar, of Permar & 
Low, was caught “on the fly on a 
street corner. e was too busy to in- 
dulge in a lengthy conversation, but 
he condensed a considerable amount 
of common sense into a few words. 
Among other things he said: ‘There 
should be more local produce raised. 
The present supply comes far 
short of the demand, as our 
large shipments of butter, eggs, 
potatoes and the like from distant 
points shows local produce is always 
preferred by us. We pay more right 
along for eggs turnished by home pro- 
ducers than for those shipped’to us 
from Iowa. There are too many men 
loafing about town waiting for a boom. 
If they would buy or rent a piece of 
land and raise vegetables, together 
with farm products, they would at 
least earn a comfortable living. It is 
all nonsense to assert that white labor 
cannot compete with Chinamen iu 
raising small vegetables. It is 
true that a Chinaman can live 
cheaper than an American. At the 
same time the Chinaman makes large 

rofits—enough to take him to his na- 
ive land and keep him the rest of his 
life, after several years in the vegeta- 


live more. comfortably? here will 
always a for whatever local 
roduce is raised. 
‘ A member of the firm of Hubbard & 
Co. said: “‘This country is the place 
for small farms. We have to buy much 
of our vegetable produce in the East, 
because it cannot be secured here. 
Not long ago some eastern farmers 
settled in Eagle Valley, not many miles 
from Pasadena. They had but little 
money, but they were not afraid of 
work. They started in, raising po- 
tatoes and small vegetables, with fair 
success. Now the land they till is 
nearly all paid for, and they have laid 
by some money. Their example should 
be followed by others. I think South- 
ern California should be strongly rec- 
ommended to eastern farmers as offer- 
ingsuperior inducements to any other 
section of the country.”’ 

The opinion expressed on the subject 
in question by a member of the firm of 
Gould. Bros., on South Fair Oaks 
avenue, is about as follows: ‘*A com- 
paratively smal! proportion of potatoes 
and small produce consumed in and 
about Pasadena 1s raised by Califor- 
nians. The white man can’t compete 
with the Chinaman in raising sma!l 
vegetables because he’s too lazy. He 
won’t work for less than $2 a day and 
then he won’t work as mavy hours as 
the Chinaman does. When he gets 
$10 he imagines himself a millionaire. 
Soon his money is gone while the 
Chinaman’s wealth is deposited in a 
bank. An eastern farmer, who works 
from sunrise to sunset 
the year to keep from freezing the 
other six months, would do better here, 
where his fields and vineyards are pro- 
ductive the yearround.” _— 
A member of the firm of Kennedy & 
Co. said: *“‘Americans raise far more 
disturbances and children in California 
than they do things to eat. Compara- 
tively little vegetable produce is raised 
in this vicinity, and I think the troubie 
can be traced to the excessive prices 
our farmers have to pay for water priv- 
ileges. The water companies of this 
part of the State are monopolists, who 
care far more for their own interests 
than they do for the rights of others or 
the best interests of the country. As 
long as the present prices asked for 
water privileggs exist, so long will 
tarmers refuse to seitie here.” 

Among other things said by a repre- 
sentative of Chubb & Billings, the 
grocers on Noggh Fair Oaks avenue, 
are: ‘“‘A much larger quantity of 
vegetables should be raised in this 
section. We get most of .ocur potatoes 
from the northern part of the State, 
and butter and eggs are shipped to us 
in large quantities from lowa and 
other eastern points. The reason 
Americans can’t compete with China- 
men in raising small vegetables is be- 
cause their living expenses are mucb 
greater. A Chinaman lives largely on 
rice and chickens, while his outside 
expenses bre reduced to a minimum. 
He subscribes to no newspaper, he 
does not contribute to churecb support, 
he has no family to provide for, and 
seldom even pays his taxes. The 
prices at which a man who lives in 
that way can afford to sell his farm 
products, combined with the exorbi- 
tant prices asked for land, are seriou; 
obstacles that stand in the way of 
making this region the desirable farm- 
ing country it would otherwise be.” 
The senior member of the firm of 
Nash Bros., on East Colorado street, 
agreed practically with the opinions 
expressed above, referring to the small 
amount of vegetable produce raised in 
the neighborhood of Pasadena. 

Other well-known grocerymen of the 
town were seen by the newspaper man, 
all of whom coincided practically with 
the opinions given, and all urged the
